B. The classification of the illustrative natter and other 
material will he marked on the original and duplicates. 

B. Over-classification must he avoided. All material in- 
cluded will he assigned the lowest classification consis- 
tent with security.

A. Illustrative matter consists of tables, figures, and plans. 

(1) T ables are material set in columns in a style that 
distinguishes it from the text for ready reference pf 
many particulars or values* 

(2) BiiScurea are illustrative material (maps, charts, photo- 
graphs, drawings, etc.) bound in with text. 

(3) Plans are illustrative material too Isai'ge to be bound 
in v/ith text, i.e., 'ohat require folding in two direc- 
tions to come v;ithin JAKIS proportions (lO x 13 5/8). 

B. All illustrative material will be numbered consecutively in 
each chcapter in order of occixrrenco; and v/ill includ.o chapter 
number, i.e. Table II-1» Table II-2; Figure II-l, Figure 

I 1-8. (Roman numerals refer to chapter; arable, to illus- 
tration*) 

0. All illustrative material will be captioned as shovm in the 
following exj^mples:
